5.  ( 1 ) Any  refugee  1[or  group]  may  submit  to  the 
Deputy  Commissioner,  within  the  local  limits  of  whose 
jurisdiction  2[the  refugee  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  a member 
of  the  group  resides  or  intends  to  carry  on]  business  or 
profession,  an  application  in  the  prescribed  form,  suppor- 
ted by  an  affidavit,  stating  the ’amount  of  loan  or  grant  de- 
sired * * * 3 * * the  purpose  for  which  it  is  desired  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  repayment  of  the  loan,  if  granted 
* * * 4 * * ^ js  proposed. 


(2)  The  Deputy  Commissioner,  if  satisfied  that  the 
applicant  is  a refugee,  may— 

(a)  if  the  application  is  for  a grant  of  a sum  not  ex- 
ceeding Rs  250  or  for  a loan  of  a sum  not  exceed- 
ing Rs  2,000,  sanction  the  loan  or  the  grant,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount 
stated  in  the  application  or  any  lesser  amount 
as  he  may  consider  fit  ; 

(b)  if  the  application  is  for  a grant  of  a sum  exceed- 
ing Rs  250  or  for  a loan  of  a sum  exceeding 
Rs  2,000  forward  it  along  with  his  recommen- 
dations as  to  the  amount  for  which  it  may  be 
sanctioned,  to  the  Financial  Commissioner.
